He replyed,yes! by reafon chat(upon the time of his iry- 
all,and at the cenouncing of Sentence againſt himJhe had ta- 
kena vow and proteftation, :ſhinzg God to periſh him body 
aud ſoul,rf ever be appeared on the ſcafjold todo the atl or lift 
wp his band agaznſt him. 

Further acknowledging, That he was a9 ſooner entred Up- 


623 ;he ſcaffold, hut immeataily.be fell a trembling and bath e= 


ver fince continued in the like acony, 

He likewiſe confelley, thar lic had 30. pounds for his 
pains,all paid him 1n halt Crowns, wic'1n an hour atcer the 
blow was given, and that he had an O.«nge tuck (ull of 
Cloves.and a bandkircher Gut of the Kinzs pocket, ſo loon 
as he was carryed off from re Sc: ff1d, tor which Orenge, 
he was proffered 20, things by a Guatieman in White- 
hall.bur refuſed the ſame, and atrerwards 121d uc for ten s. 
in Roſc mary Lane. 

2.bout 6 ot the clock at night, he returned home to his 
wite living tn Roſe-mary lane,and gave her the money, ſay. 
112, That 1t was the deereft money that eLer he earr'd in bis 
{ife for at would coſt him his life, \N hich prophicall words 


were ſoon made maniteſt ; for it appeared, that ever ſince 


he hath been in a moſt ſad condition, and upon the Almigh- 
ties firit fſcourging of hym with the Rod or meekneſſe, and: 
the friendly admonition of divers triends, for the c2lling of 
him to repentance, yet ke perſiſted on in his vicious Vices, 
and would not hearken rhereunto, bur lay raging and {wear-

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Abeut three dayes before he dy'd he lay ſpeechleNentte> 
ring many a ſigh and heavy groan,and 1o1na molt defparac 
manner departedfrom his bed of forrow. ' For the burial! 
whereof, « great ſtore of VVines were ſent in, by the Sheriff 
of the City of Lo8don,and a great multitude of people {ood 
wayunsg to ſee his Corps carryed to the Church. yard.ſ{ome 
crying out, Hang him Rogue, bury bim inthe Dang-hill , ©. 
ethers preſſing upon him, ſaying, They would quarter him, for 
executing of the Kiug : [Inſlormuch,that the Church-wardens 
and Maſters of the Pariſh were fain ro cometor the fup- 
prefling of tkem, and (with great cificulty) he was at laft 
cartyed to VVhite-chappell Church-yard, having (as it is 
{:14) a bunch of Roſemary ar cach end of the cofhy, an the 
top thereof, with a Rope tryed crofle from one end ro the 
other, 

And a merry concetted Cook living at the fign of tke 
Crown, having a black Fan(worth the value 6t zo ſhilings).

feather tyecd a picce of pack-thread dy'd in black: Ink, and

Pon 2 late diſpute and engagement between the 
two Navyes at Sea, great was the reſolution and 
211lantry on both {ides ; and for tl.c ſpace of ma- 
ny hours the Victory feemed doubrfull ; but in the heat of

VVe hear that 
Prince Charles upon the 15 inſtant, with the Prince,andP1in- 
cefſe royall about fixe of the clock in the morning went to 
Dort,,ſo tar the Queen of Bohemia, brought him on his 
way. The 11th of June the EleQorefle of Brandenburg,

The Gent. that brougut the letter from Parl. of England, 
of having neither countenance nor anſ{wer,nor is liketo have 
if the deportment be evidence of refpet to this nation,ther's 
little if an anſwer ſhou!d de returred,as it's unlikely, or not 
like to be ſodain, 1t wil be ſent 1n all probability by meſfſen- 

gers of their own,

ſtreets, or to go to bis bed and {lcep without a candle bur- . 
an. The other fellow that was upon theScaffold,chat went 
in the name of his man, was oneRalph Jones a Rag-man,who 
livech in Roſemary Lane-;z. and he who now takes his place 
(as Executioner) is one #i4iam Loe, a Duſt carryer, and
